* 1 $ by the Wiſeſt of Men, which the 
18 experience of / Ages hath ever ſince 

E been confirming. That the human 
Mind is a mere Blank, void of all Ideas, until 
they are progreſſively acquired, is a Truth no longer 

diſputed; and conſequently, that Men are chiefly 

diſtinguiſhed from each other, by the advantages 
or want of Education. For altho' Individuals may 


differ much in their reſpective Capacities, and much 


in their Tempers or Diſpoſt itions; yet in their rational 
or literary Attainments, in Weit religious or moral 
Principles, and in their virtuous or vicious Habits, 
the firſt Impreſſions long purſued during the ductile 
years of Infancy and Youth, chiefly determine the 
laſting Character. | | 
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Max is. one and oh. ſame Animal however 


diſperſed throughout the World, formed with the 


ſame Paſſions and Affections, impreſſed with the 
ſame Inſtincts and Propenſities, equally ſuſceptible 
of Virtue or Vice. What then creates the aſtoniſhing 


difference between the enlightened Sage. and the groſs 


illiterate Barbarian? between the poliſhed Nations 


adorned with every Art and Science, and the 


wretched Hordes of ignorant and naked Savages ? 


but thoſe religious and moral Inſtitutes, which are 


firſt inſtilled by Education, and then confirmed by 
virtuous Habits and ſalutary Laws. 


And there is no Medium; Men are either good 


or bad. — A Character merely negative ſcarcely 


exiſts. — The mind of Man is naturally active, 


and in the early vacancy of Youth, when it is open 


to every kind of impreſſion, it is continually imbibing 
Principles and adopting Opinions from all around it; 
and being not only ductile but imitative, it is for ever 
copying the manners and aſſuming the habits of 
ery Character with which it 1s converſant. 


IT is therefore of the utmoſt Importance to the 


well-being of the Community, that proper Care 


be taken of the riſing Generation ; that Children be 
brought up in the Principles of Religion and Virtue; 
formed 
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any to ON habits: of Piety, Honeſty, Sobriety 
and, Induſtry; that they be trained- p- to be > ge 
Men and 0 Citizens. 


Fox we may as well pech our Fields will pro- 
duce a plenteous Harveſt, without our preparing the 


Soil or ſowing the Seed; as that a Nation will abound 


with honeſt, induſtrious and uſeful Subjects, without 


a proper Care taken of their Education. We well 
know, that in the former Caſe we can only expect 


Briars and Thorns, and the more fertile the Soil, 


the more luxuriant Crops it will produce of uſeleſs 
or noxious Weeds: So the common People if not 
impreſſed with good Principles, and “ trained up 111 
* the Way they ſhould go,” will in proportion to their 


AQivity and Spirit, be only e for their 


Vices and their Crimes. 


Huai Laws can only operate on \ the external 
Actions: the Corruptions of the Heart, wicked or 


| erroneous Principles, are beyond the reach of their 


limited Operation: innumerable Temptations to 


ſecret Crimes perpetually occur, wherein the Crimi- 
nal will hope to eſcape Diſcovery or Puniſhment, or 


may think to expiate the Guilt, by ſome ſuperſtitious.

* is that ſpecies of Education only, which at once 
inures the Body to Labour, and impreſſes the Mind 
with ſound and good Principles, that can form an 
uſeful and virtuous People: and thoſe Principles and 
that Habit can only be acquired in their early Vears. 
It is only in the plaſtic age of Infancy and Vouth 
that we can make effectual and laſting Impreſſions: 
for it 1s ſeldom that any extenſive Reform can be 
made among a People grown up and hardened in 
their evil Cuſtoms and ill Habits. Their bad Propen- 
ſities and wrong Opinions have taken too deep Root 
to be then extirpated: and tho' the vigilance of the 
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Magiſtrate and due application of the Laws, may 


for a Time preſerve the public Tranquility, and re- 
ſtrain or puniſh occaſional Enormities; yet the Com- 
munity is never ſafe : Accidents happen in which 
the ſleeping Embers burſt forth into Flame; crouds 


of evil Doers are collected, and gathering confidence 


from their Numbers give full ſcope to their love of 
Violence and Outrage; and dreadful Miſchiefs are 


perpetrated before Peace and . Order are again

Tu Neceflity then of Education, even for the 
loweſt orders of the Community and ſuch as is 
adapted to their peculiar Situation and Circumſtances, 
is too evident to be longer inſiſted on. It only re- 


mains to be inquired what mode of Education is ad

| Various are the Plans which have been 
recommended, and there are few but what de- 
ſerve Approbation and Encouragement :—PFrom the 
SunDar-ScaooL, which appropriates but one day in 
ſeven, to mental Improvement, but then affiduouſly 
inculcates to the untutored Infant the moſt important 
Truths, and a deep ſenſe of Duty; up to the great 
and extenſive Sys TEM not long ſince offered to the 
Legiſlature, which provided Seminaries and Colleges 
for every order in the State.

Bur where any one Plan of Education for the 


Poor has been wiſely formed and long tried, and is 


going on by ſlow but progreſſive Advances to anſwer 
the ends of its Inftitution, it would be a deſertion of 
Duty, haſtily to abandon it.— And this brings me to 
conſider more particularly the Subject which occa- 


ſions us to be this day aſſembled — Tye EN G- 


LISH PROTESTANT SCHOOLS,” ESTABLISHED IN 
IRELAND BY RoYaL CHARTER : - A Syſtem 
of Education for that part of the Community 
for which it is peculiarly intended, I mean the 
Children of the poor ignorant Papiſts, ſo judici- 
_ ouſly contrived that it would be difficult to ſuggeſt 
methods better ſuited to produce a laſting Improve- 
ment both in Body and Mind ;- or better fitted to 
remedy every evil in this claſs of Subjeas.—And, if. 
in ſome Inſtances local Neglects may have happened, 
ſuch Abuſes call for Amendment, but afford no 
argument againſt the Inſtitution itſelf, which will be 
ſound upon the whole, Wiſe and Efficacious: more 


eſpecially if it be conſidered, that whatever Imper- 
fections attend it are owing to the weakneſs of a 


riſing Country, of which it only partakes in common 
with other Inſtitutions in ſuch a ſtate of Society; 
but which from the great Improvements that are 
rapidly prevailing in this -Kingdom, will gradually 
diſappear ; and we may hope to ſee the whole Syſtem 
as perfect in the Execution, as it has been wiſe and 
judicious in the original Contrivance. 
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Ad that we may be the better enabled to judge 


of this, let us conſider the peculiar Evils among the 


People, which it was intended to remedy. 


Ir is well known, that among the inferior People 


of this Kingdom, there are many unacquainted with 
the Language; ſtill more ignorant of the Laws; and 


and moſt of all averſe from the eſtabliſhed Religion 
of their Country: Nay, multitudes are bred up, and 


live in total Ignorance of the Principles of any Reli- 
gion, and almoſt void of all ſenſe of moral Duty. 


From many etolinr Circumſtances in their Hitory, 


which are too well known to be here inſiſted on, 


they labour under particular Diſadvantages; they 
have imbibed inveterate Opinions and Prejudices, 
and are under the dominion of Cuſtoms and Habits, 
which are extremely injurious to themſelves, and no 
leſs hurtful and dangerous to the Community. 


Futte National ba er is in many points ex- 


 tremely amiable: they are naturally open, generous 


and good-natured: exceedingly hoſ pitable and liberal 
of 'their little Stores: their Door is always open to 


the wandering Stranger, and he 1s welcome to divide 
their ſcanty Meal.—Like the other Celtic Nations 


they 
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they are > quick in their Reſentments, and have a 
ſtrong Senſe of real or ſuppoſed Injuries, which 
often hurry them into fatal Exceſſes. But they are 


no leſs affectionate and warm in their Attachments; 


of approved F idelity, where their Lords and Maſ. 


ters have won their Hearts; and of ſuch invin- 


cible Adherence to their Engagements (which are 
too often, it muſt be confeſſed; only criminal Combi- 
nations) that no Rewards, no Threatnings, no Puniſh. 


ments can induce them to reveal their Deſigns, or 


diſcover their Aſlociates. 


TaHEiR Anceſtors having forfeited their Lands, 
they inherit deep Prejudices againſt the ſucceeding 


Proprietor, and are too apt to conſider his Stores 


and Poſſeſſions as lawful Plunder. Hence perhaps 
too their averſion from Labour, as it is to operate 


for his benefit: and this recoils on them in a fatal
